IS majelly’s fhips the Bucking- 
ham and Cambridge, having, 
the asth ult. chafed a French pri- 
nteer under the guns of Fort-royal, 
i done the enemy con{iderabie éa- 
spe at their fort in Pigeon-Iiland, 
ich fired on them during the chale, 
il in the day following, with ano- 
veflel, which took fhelter under 
fort in Grand-Ance-Bay. 
On the 17th, they difcover'd three 
hers lying at an anchor under the 
me fort, and concluding from the 
rge flags at their matt- heads that all 
yur were privateers, were deternii- 
dnorto let flip fo fair an cppor- 
nity of annoying the enemy and 


Mrotecting our trade, and accotcing- 


y came to arefolution to cut them 
ut, or deftroy them. 
Upon this the Buckingham made 
he fignal for anchoring ; her pilot 
ving previouflydeclar’d they might 
onear enough in to batter down the 
prt ; for which purpofe he brought 
he thips to an ancher in 13 fathom 
pater, greatly to. the difapprobation 
capt. Tyrre], who apprehended, 
hat he afterwards found to be true. 
bat the diflance was too great to do 
Dper execution; but as the enemy's 
ie was by this time very hot, they 
Were oblig’d to returm it, and con- 
inued to batter the fort without in- 
termifion for four hov- 
But capt. Tyrrel fincing the exe- 
ution infufficient at the diftance he 
then lay, and determihed to do the 
Dufinets effectually, cut his cable,and 
ordered the Cambridge under fail. to 
Work clofer in ; this they were pre- 


vented from effecting that night by 
bafting winds; and keeping clofe 
under the land till morning, the 
Ca mbrige having the wind firft, led 
in, and came to an anchor in eight 
fathom water, the Buckingham in fix 
and ahalf; both fhips having bore 
the enemy’s fire while they were 
working in without returning afhot. 

Being now at the diflance of about 
half a mile from the fort, the canno- 
nading was exceeding hot on both 
fides, attended by heavy vollies of 
ima!larms from the enemy, which 
lait however was foon filenced, and 
in about 4 hours their guns were dif- 
mounted, and the fort levelled with 
the ground ; three of the veflels they 
junk, being greatly clamag’d by their 
fhot,and kept the fourth for a tender, 

‘The damage raggived in this adtion 
was very inconlice i 
ingham -had but one md led; 7 
or 8 wep lott fome aleg, fome an 
arm; alew others flightly wounded ; 
the Cambrnige much thefame. The 
officers in both fhips did theirdaty ; 
the people acquitted themfelvé® like 
men, and fhewed conduét and difci- 
piine not inferior to their courage : 
‘This the following incident is a proof 
of : A village that lay clofe to the 
fort, was a ftrong temptation to far- 
ther execution to men already flufh’d 
with vidtory, and: they folicited 
warmly to have it deftroyed; buc 
their commander . replied, 

Genticmen, lis beneath us to render 
a number of poor prople milerable, by 
diftroying their habitations and little 
convemences of life; brave Englibe 
men (corn to difirels een their enemies 
avben mot in arms againil them. 

This prevailed, and faved the lives 
of the innocent villagers; his people 
aniwered him with three cheers, 
weigh'd anchor, and fail’d, 

A few days after they took a 
{cooner, which had put into the fame

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bay for proteftion, fd was turned 
out by the inhabitants ; alfo a large 
privateer having put in there, they 
funk hér jult as ¢he Bucicingham was 
preparmie te cut her out.

to get Provifions for himfelf and ms Men; and next, tolook out for 
atly Shipping that might bappen to coine upon the Coatt, and to give as 
Noticeofit. I alfoient Mr, Prideaux and 10 Mea to Cupe-Hatteras, 
for the fame Purpofe : And every Week, Lordered 16 or 20 0f our . 
Company to the Main, to feed upon Oyiters.” 
| “Inthe’Midf of thele Calamities, Pesifapan withdrew to Defamor- 
inde fee 9peio, partly to avoid fupplying me with Necedlaries for my Company, 
tg" and partly to difpatch his Meflengers with the greater Secrecy to Wea- 
pomeiok, and the Manduaks 3 which was done, with large iPrefents of Cop- 
per, and larver Promifes of Rewards when they had accompiith'd our 
Deftru@ion. In a few Days an Aniwer came from the Heopomeichs, who 
were divided into two Parties ; firit, King O#iko, and his Followers, 
+H abfolotely refufed to join in the Confederacy, alledging, thac they would 
se abide by the Submifhon they had made to the great Mergance of England ;

“ The 8th of june, I received Advice from Capt. Stafford, that EIR ed himfe 
had difcovered off at Sea, a Fleet of twenty-three Sail, but wheth@ii them, b 
Friends or Foes, he could not fay, and advifed me to be upoa my vn

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| But on the oth he brought me a Letter from the General, Sir Francés 


Drake, with @& bountiful Offer of fupplying ‘me not only with Provifions, 
mmanition, and Cloathing, but with Barks, Pinnaces, or Boats, vic- 
ualled and manned-according to my own Defire. On the toh he ar- 
‘ved in our Harbour ; and on the rth J waited upon him on board the 
dmiral, and requefted the following Favours: ‘That he would be pleat- 
d to carry with hint into Eug/and, fo many of our Men as Were weak 
ad unfit for Service; and in their Room, fapply me with fome Oar- 
len, Artificers, and others: That he would leave us as much Shipping 
nd Provifions, as would be fufficient to laft us till duguf following, 
hen we fhould have finifhed our Difcoveries, and then to carry us to 
Exgland: And, that he would furnifh me with fome fufficient Matters of 
eflels to conduct us to England. Upon the receiving thefe Propofals, 
Sir Francis Drake called a Council of bis Captains and Commanders: Af- 
er which, he afligned for us the Francis, a good Bark of 70 Tons, and 
ordered Provifions to be put on board het for 100 Men for four Months, 
and generoufly complied with all my other Requefts. He alfo gave us 
two Pinnaces, and four {mall Boats: And Mr. Aérabam Kendal, and Mr. 
Grifith Herne, two ofthe moft experienced Malters on board his Fleet, 
iconiented to tarry with us, to carry us home.” 
' «On the 12th of Fume, all the Provifions and Stores were on board 
the Bark, and che two Wlafters, with fome of my Officers and Men, were 
lfo on board ; when,on the 13th, there arofe a violent Storm, which 
lated four Days ; and the whole Fleet was in Danger of running on 
fhore ; feveral of the Veffels, and amongft the reft our Bark, the Francis, 
were drove put to Sea, with the two Malters, and a great many of our 
Men on board ; and we faw no more of her afterwards. After the Storm 
was over, the General came on fhore, and offered me a Ship of y7o Tons, 
well fitted and provided, to tarry with me the appointed Time, and 
then to bring usall home. But our Company being much diminified 
by the aforelaid Bark going off to Sea, and the Supplies promifed by Sir 
Richard Greenvill not being arrived, aud fcarce now expected this Year, 
we all agreed to petition Sir Francis Drake to give us a Pallage home in 
the Fleet, which he readily aflented to, and fent his Pinnace to feich off 
the few Men we had left on the Shore ; at which Time the Wind was fo 
buiftrous, that they were obliged to throw our Baggage over-board, to 
fave their Lives; whereby we loft all our Charts, Maps. Books and 
Writings. We fet Sail from Virginia the 1gth of Yune, 1586, and ar- 
tived at Port/mouth the 27th of July, the fame Year.” 

In this fame Year 1586, Sir Walter Raleigh, at his own Charge. pro- 
vided a Ship of a hundred Tons, freighted with all Neceflaries for the 
Relief of his new Colony in Virginia, which arrived at Cape-Hatteras a 
few Days after they were gone off with the Fleet ; and mot finding them 
there, they returned with all the Provifionsto England. 

About fourteen or fifteen Days after the Departure of this Ship, Sir 
Richard Greenv:il, General of Virginia, arrived there with three Ships 
more, well provided with all Neceffaries for the faid Colony : He land- 
¢d himfelf, and travelled into feveral Parts of the Country in Search of 
them, but not finding them, and being unwilling to lofe the Poilefion 
; uf

of the Country, he left fifteen Men in the Ifland of Roanowk, plentifyy 


furnifhed with all Manner of Provifions for two Years, and then failg 
back for England.

N the Year rez, Sir Walter Raleigh, intendmeg, to perfevere int 
@ planting of his Country of 1 ginia, prepared a new Colony, oom, 
fitiing of ahundred and feventeen Men, Women and Children, wk 
fent thither, onder the Care and Conduct of Mr. ‘Joba White, whom 
appointed Governor of the Colony, wich twelve Council or Afliflany 
unto whom he gave a Charter, incorporating them by the Name of tj 
Governor and Affifiants of the City of Raleigh, in Virginia 

Qn the 8th of May, 1:7. the Fleet, confifting of three Sail, a 
The Admiral, a Ship of 120 Tons, of which one Simon Ferdinani,i 
Portuguefe, was Matter,and chief Pilgt to the Fleet, a Perion falld§ 
Deceit and Treachery; a Fly-Boat. and a Pinnace, departed for Mis 
ginia. On the 16th of the fame Month, Ferdinando, Matter of the At 
miral, forfook the Fly-Boat, and left her in Dittrefs in the Bay of Px 
tugal, pretending he could not ride out the Storm. On the sgthd 
June they fell in with Domimca, and the fame Evening failed by Gm 
dalupe : On the 22d, they came to an Anchor at anIfland called Sante 
Cruz, where al] the Planters were fat on fhore, and ftaid there three Days 
On their firtt Landing, fome of the Men and Women, by eating! 
{mali Frat like greenApples, were feized with a fudden Burning in tia 
Mouths, and their Tongues fwelled to fuch a Degree, that fome of thea 
could not {peak ; and an Infant fucking a Woman’s Bieatt, was inland 
feized with fuch a Burning, that it fecmed in great Torment for a Time 
but in about twenty-four Hours the Anguifh ceafed, and they all gre 
well. In this Ifland they found no Water but a fianding Pond, the We 
ter of which was fo pernicious, that many of the People fell fick wid 
drinking thereof; and whoever wathed themfelves with the faid Wait 
im the Morning before the Sun had exhaled the poifonous Vapovs 
would have their Faces in a Tumour, and their Eyes {welled up that tie] 
could not feefor five or fix Days. The fecond Day of their Land 
they fent five of their Men to fearch for freth Water, three one Way 
two another: The Governor himfelf alfo, with fix others, went op ® 
the Top of a high Hill, to view the Country, but could percewe™ 
Sign ofany Men or Beatts; returning back, they found certain Pot 
made of the Earth of the Country, by whieh they conjectured chat tt 
Jiland was inkabited. Late in the Night the two Compamies returie 


one of which afirmed, that from the Top of a Hill they had dilcboes 
eleven 
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ayaces in the Valley below them, with divers Houfes about half 
Vile diftant. ‘Ihe other Company found a Gne Spring running out of 
oh Rock, and brought three Hortles of Water to the Company, who 
fore had drank nothing but the bad Water of the Pond. The fame 
Day Capt. Srajord, in the Pinnace, left the Admiral at Santa-Cruz, and 
Wsled to an {fland called Beake, near $t. ‘Yohxs, to which Place he was 
Girected by Fer dinande, who afyired him he would find there great Num- 
Pbers of Sheep. } P ; 

The 25th of June, in the Morning, the Admiral weighed Anchor, and 
departed irom Sanra-Craz: The 27th, they came to an Ifland called Cor- 
wa, where they found Capt. Stafford in the Pinnace, but without any 
Sheep, for he could findnone. ‘The 28th they left Cottea, and foon af- 
ter anchor'd at St. Johns in MujReroe Bay : Here they fpent three Days 
unprofitably, in taking in Water ; for they drank more Beer than thé 
Waier they took in amounted to. 

On the rh of Fuly, they failed from Mujletoe Bay, leaving behind thent 
Darby Glaven and Dennis Carred/, two Irijomen, who had itrolled from 
‘the Company into the Woods. Sailing along the Coalt of Sr. Jobns, 
evtil the Evening. they fell in with Ro/i Bay. Here Ferdinando told them 
they might take in Salt, and they prepared a great Number of Sacks for 
that Purpofe ; and the Governor underftanding that there was a Town 
in the Bottom of the Bay not far from the Salt Ponds, ordered fifty 
Men, well-armed, to go afhore in the Pinnace, to cover the Men whilf 
they were getting the Salt: But when all Things were in Readinefs, 
Ferdinand» perfuaded the Governor not to fend the Men on fhore, faying, 
he doubted whether that was the Place, and that if the Pinnace went in- 
tothe Bay, fhe could not return till the next Day at Night ; and if in thé 
mean Time a Storm fhould arilfe, the Admir:] would bein great Dan- 
ger of being cafl away ; and thus the Governor was craftily diverted by 
Simon Ferdinando, the Pilot. from taking in Salt here. The next Day 
they failed along the Weft End of S¢. ‘johns, and the Governor was de- 
termined to go athore in Sr. German's Bay, vo get fome Orange Trees, 
and other young Plants, to fet out in /irginia, whith he Knew might 
taiily be had, for they grew near the fhore, and the Places where they 
grew were well known to the Governor and fome of the Company. Rat 
here again the Governor was over. perfuaded by Simon not to goon fhoreé; 
who faid he would come to an Anchor at rli/paniola ; and that he would 
land the Governor and Affiflants there in the Pinnact; wheré & Friend 
ofhis lived, named Alonzo ; who, he doubted not, would farnifi chem 
with Cattle, and whatever elfe Rey wanted to carry to Vit gthia. 

The next Day, being the 3d of Fu/y, they made Hi/pakio/a, atid failed 
along che Coaft all that Day, {till looking out When thé Pintacé fhould 
be ordered to go on fhore in Search of Simon's Friend Mondo: But mo 
Preparation was made for landing that Day.

The Governor, Mr. John White, wet 
then on board the Pinnace, accompanied with forty of his beft Men, ip 
tending to pafs up forthwith to the Ifland of Roanoak, hoping to finde 
fifteen Men which had been left there the Year before ‘by Sir Rishal 
Greenvill ; that he might have fome Conference with therm relating 
the Natives, and the State of the Country: After which he intended 
return again to the Fleet, and then pafs along the Coaft to the Bayd 
Chelopeak, where he defigned to fix the Settlement, and to build a For, 
agreeable tothe Inftructions which he had received in Writing from St 
Walter Raleigh ; But in this the Governor was again defeated by th 
wicked Intrigues of Ferdinando: for the Captain of the Ship, whows 
to return to England, by the Advice of the Matter, as foon as the Pinna ; 
was put off, with the Governor and Planters on board, charged the Si aifo 
lors on board the faid Pinnace, not to bring any of the Planters back FR.

» North End of the Ifland, where the former Governor, Capt. Ralph 

sme, had made a Settlement the Year before, and built a Fort, as we 
ave already mentioned ; in Hopes to find, or obtain fome Knowledge 
there of the fifteen Men. When they came thither, they found the Fort 
afed to the Ground, but all the Houfes Qanding unhurt, only the lower 
¥ooms were overgrown with Melons of divers Sorts, and Deer within 
hem feeding on the Melons. The Governor then gave Orders for repair- 
ng thofe Houfes which were found ftanding, and for building as many 
ones as were neceflary. 

Qn the 2gth of Fuly, the Fly-Boat, with the reft of the Planters, ar- 
rived all fafe at Hatteras, to the great Joy and Comfort of the whole 
Company ; only the Mafer of the Admiral, Simon Ferdinando, feemed 
yneafy at their Arrival, who had purpofely left them in the Bay of Portu- 
gai, and ftolen away from them in the Night ; expecting the Mafler, 
whofe Name wae Edzvard Spicer, and had never been in Firginia, could 
sot find his Way thither, Or might perhaps be taken by fome of the Spa- 
i> Men of War, who were at that Time hovering about that Coaft. 
@ibut Heaven dif: ppointed his wicked Purpofes in both. 
| The 28th of Fu/y, Mr. Geonge Howe, one of the Governor's Council, 
| was flain by the Sayages, who had come over to Roaavak, either to bunt 
PDeer or to view the Chriftians who were newly landed : Thefe JIpdians 
having concealed themfelves amongit the Reeds, efpied Mr. Howe wa- 
ding in the Water alone, and almott naked, without any Weapon, except 
a {mall forked Stick, with which he was catching Crabs, having frayed 
almoft two Miles from his Company, and fhot him in the Water, giving 
him fixteen Wounds with their Arrows, and then with ther woodea 

words they beat his Head to Pieces : After which they fied over to the 
ain. 

On the 30th of Fuly, Capt. Stafford, with twenty Men, went by Wa- 
ter to the Ifland of Croatan, where Manteo’s Mother and Kindred dwelt, 
inHopes to gain fome Intelligence of their fifteen Countrymen there, aad 
to learn the Difpofition of the Indias towards the new-arrived Planters, , 
as aifoto renew their old Friendthip with them, Ac their firlt Landing 
there, the Natives feemed difpofed to engage them; but obferving the 
Chiiftians advancing with their Mufkets towards them, they faon turned 
their Backs and fled: Upon which Manteo, their Countryman, whom 
the Planters had brought oat of Englaxd with them, called to them ia 
their Own Language: As foon as they heard him, they threw away their 
Bows and Arrows, and returned ; and fome of them came up to them, 

mbracing and entertaining them in a very friendly Manner ; but they 
defired them, not to gather or {poil any of their Corn, becaufe they had 
bat little. Capt. Stafford told the Jndian:, that neither the >, nor 
B*"y other Thing belonging to them, fhould be hyrt or dimi . the . 
Bnglih: That they were come to renew the old Love betwécu ue Na- 


pores andthe Engi, and to live among them as Brethren and Friends.

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With this Anfwer the Judians feemed well pleafed ; and invited Coy: 
Stafford and his Men to their Town, where they featied they 
kindly in theirown Way ‘They then ecarneftly defired fome Tokge 
Badge of Fidelity migh: be given them by the Chrillians, whereby a 
might know them tobe their Friends if they met them abroad, 
Want of which, they faid, divers of their Brethren had futfered the jg 


before by Capt. Lane and his Company, when they were iound of il 


own Ifland. Asa Confirmation of which, they fhewed Capt. Si. 
an Indian, who. they faid, had beer wounded by the Chriftians the gy 
before, and had been lame ever fince; but, as they believed, he» 
thought to be one of MW ingina’s or Pemilapan’s Men, they held the Eu 
excufed upon that Account. 

The next Day Capt. Stafford had another Conference with the 
concerning the People of Secotan, Agua/cogec, ana Pomeiok, in which 
defired them to certify the People of thofe Towns, that the fngiié wy 
willing to receive them into Friendfhip again, and that all pait Injep 
on both Sides fhould be intirely forgiven and forgotten. To this 


Chief Men of Croatan anfwered, That they would gladly do thi 


they could in this Affair; and that, within feven Days, they woulde 
bring the Weroances, or Chief Governors of thofe ‘Towns, with theng 
the Governor of Roanoak, or their Anfwer. ‘They were alfo wl} 
thele Indians of Croatan, that Mr. Howe was kill’d by a Rema 
‘Wingina’s Men, dwelling then at Da/amonguepeto, with whom We 
‘kept Company, They alio further told them, that the fifteen Enghim 
leftat Roamak the Year before by Sir Richard Grecnwill, were fuddah 
attack’d by thirty of the Menof Secotan, dgwascogoc, and Da/amongagal 
who fecretly conveyed themielves behind the irees near the Houg 
where the Eng/ifamen careleisly lived; and feeing only eleven Engi 
men out Of fifteen, two of the Sav ages addre{s’d themfelves to thee 
and making friendly Signs, that only two of thé faid cieven 
come to talk with them unarmed ; the dudians alio feeming to be with 
out Arms, two of the chicfett of the Eng/i/omen came up to the twol 
dans, and whilft one of the Savages was faluting them in a frien 
Manner, the other drew a wooden Sword which he had concealed aft 
nis upper Garment, and ilew one of the faid Engijomn; and immed 
‘he other twenty-eight Savages appeared from behind the ‘I'rees, W 
upon the other Englijman retreated to his Company, and the J 
purfued with their Bows and Arrows fo {wiftly, that ali the Chita 
were obliged to take to the Houle where their Provifions and Arms ™a 
lodged : I'he Savages forthwith fired the Houle, and the Engihm 
were obliged to quit the fame, and fought the Jndiaxs above an Hot 
it. which Skirmifh another of the Chriitians was kiiled, and alfo oneg 
the Savages ; the Eug/i/ being overpowered by Nombers, retell 
fighting to their Boat, into which they got, and went off towards i 
teras; avd what became of them afterwards, the Croatans could gives

Brerwards proved. ‘The Och day the ambafiador returned agreeable to his 


sromife, and brought with him ten jewels fet in gold very curioufly, asa 
prefent to Cortex; as alfo 15 Ooo garments of cotton, exceeding fine, to- 
gether with this meflage froin Montezuma io the Spanifo general, “ That 
he emperor earneltly intreated him mot to put too much confidence in 
¢ Tiaxcallaas, who were a faithlels peop!c, and fo very poor, that they 
ould even rob him of the prefents he had tent him ; and being jealous 
of the prefent friendthip fubfifting between himielf and Cortez, he was 

certain they would murder him upon that account.” 
at the lame time the //axcadlans intreated Caréex to march into their 
owa, where heaad bis army thould be well provided for, and taken care 
of; offering fuch holages for hisfgcurity as he bimfelf fhould defire ; 
leclaring, that the oath and faith of their common-wealih was not to be 
wiolated or broken for any confideration or intereft whatioever. Cortex’s 
aief defiga was the conquch of Mexico, which he knew could never be 
ttained by the difiembied friendfhip of Montezuma, and placing intire 
confidence in lis new allies, the 7/axcallani;, mortal en¢mies to the 
uxicans, he therefore began his march towards the town ot T/axcalla, 
ja the fame order as if he had been going to enter the field of battle, hav- 
ing frit piled up a great heap of ftones, and erected crofles at the tower 
here he had picch'd bis camp, as a memorial of the grand alliance he 
had entered into with che V/axcallans, Zempoallans. and Zachtans, and 
which monoment J myfelf faw when I was there. Mulstudes of people 
ame out to meet him, with all the cokens of elteem and friendfhip that 
ould poflbiy Le exprefled. He was lodged in the greateft temple, in 
hich were many flately apartments, fufficient for himfelf and all the 
paniards: The ludians of Acmpoalla and Zac/otan were quartered in other 
parts of the town. Cortex preicribed certain boundaries to the Spaniards, 
he limits of which heftri€tly charged not one of them to pafs upon pain 
of deach ; and chat they fhould not prefume to plunder, or touch any 
thing bat what was given them ; which orders were pundtually obeyed : 
And the Indians took care to fupply them with every thing neceflary, with 
all the kindnefs and courtefy due to ftrangers ; nay, they even gave them 
their daughters, in order to propagate (as they term’d it) a breed of heroes 
and valiant men ; for fuch they efteemed the Spaniards to be. Cortex 
thas fully afflured of the faith and confidence of the /ndians, began to en- 
juire of the power, ftrength and riches of Montezuma ; the Tlaxcallens 
d, none were more capable of anfwering thofe queitions than them- 
selves, who had been at war with him, his father, and grandfathers, for 
dove a hundred years ; that Montexuma’s gold and treafure was ineiti- 
mable; that his power aad dominion extended over the whole kingdom 
of Mexico, and that the forces he could bring into the field were innume- 
table, as they themfelves had often experienced. Cortex told them he 
vas neither difcouraged at hispower, nor the multitude of his forces ; 
D thac 
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that he intended to march for Mexico, and would free the Tlaxcal 
from his tyranny, and in his way would fubdue all thofe towns wi 
were in alliance with the Mexicans, and which did annoy them and jg 
common-wealth. They returned him hearty thanks, afluring him 
would both accompany andaflift him, and for the prefent, offered tig 
twenty thoufand men, entering into a folemn league and covenant, ney 
to forfake him. ‘Thus one of the chiefeft and moft valiant, though; 
the richeft, nations of South-America, was fubdued, and brought undery 

ower and command of the king of Spain, whofe inhabitants adteg 
moit faithfully to Cortex, without whofe affiftance he never could hy 
made a conquelt of Mexico ; and for which fervice the Téaxcallan » 
to this day excufed from that annual tribute-tax paid by every otlg 
Indian to the crown of Spain ; they paying only one corn of maiz y 
indian wheat, as an acknowledgment of fubjection. 

This great town of T/axcai/a in times paft was called Texcalla, thts 
to fay, a valley between two hilis. Itis feated by a river fide, whi 
{pringeth out of a hill called Atlancapetec, and watereth the moft patd 
the province, and emptieth itfelf into the South-fea by Zacatullan, } 
this town are four {pacious ftreets : the firft is upon a high hill, far fog 
the river, and is called Yepoticpzc, which fignifies a hill ; and here ty 
people firit fettled on high, becaufe of the wars. Thefecond flreetwy 
on the hill fide, near the river ; and becaufe a great many pines grep 
there, they called the flreet Ocotelulco, which is, a pine-apple-plat ; th 
was a beautiful ftreet, and the beft inhabited of all the town ; hetew 
the chief market-place, and was formerly fo famous, that 20,000, 
fons came there in one day to buy and fell, that is, changing one tig 
for another ; for they knew not what money meant before the Spanimi 


came amongft them. In this ftreet lived Maxixca, the lieutenant-gened ay 
of al! the forces. ‘The third {treet was fituated along the river fide nth 
plain, and becaufe there is much lime and chalk, they called it Tizailai 


or the lime-pits. In this ftreet Xicotencat/, captain-general of thect 


mon-wealth, dwelt. The fourth ftreet, lying near the brackifh water, wi | pleating 


named Quiahuiztlan, or the water-ftreet. Since the arrival of the Me 
niards, thefe ftreets have been better built, with ftone, and are much a 
commodious. Inthe plain, by the river-fide, ftands the town-bod 
and other offices, as in the city of Venice. The government wasartilo 
cratical, by the nobleft and richeft men: for they would by no mea 
admit a fingle perfon to rule them, declaring it favour’d too much of F 
ranny ; and they therefore hated Montezuma asatyrant. In the timed 
war they had always four captains, or head warriors, one of which i 
chofe ecaptain-general. They had likewife fome under-captains, bata 
many. In the marching of their army the flandard was always 
behind them ; but whenever they enter’d into an engagement, the it 
dard moved to fome eminence, where it might be viewed by the wit 
army, and whoever did not join it immediately was liable to a certal 
punifhment. Their ftandard was two crofs-bow arrows, which 
efteemed as the reliques of their anceftors ; and was always carried 
two of their oldeit and mott valiant foldiers, the chiefeft of theire 
tains. This {uperftitious ceremony was always obferved by way pee 
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gion before a battle: They let fly one of thefe arrows at the firft ene- 
vs whegimmmmes they mets and if it either killed or wounded a perfon, it prefaged a 
ad ory ; but if it did neither, then they afluredly believed that they

ered elm DIS province OF lordfhip of Tlaxcala confifted of twenty-eight vil- 
ut ses and towns, which contained one hundred and fifty thoufand houf- 
od ‘ niders.

the mafs with very pleafant harmonious mufick. In this cloilter we were 
entertained 2 day and two nights with plenty of flefh and fifth, The friars 
pare allowed a dezen Indians by the town, who are freed from all other 
fervices only to fith forthem. They change their turns by weeks, four 
one week and four another ; except they be called for upon iome fpecial 
occafion, and then they leave all other work, and attend only with fith 
upon the friars. ‘The town now is inhabited by Sponiards and Jndians 
together, and is the feat of a chief officer of juitice fent from Spain every 
three years, called Alcalde-Major, whole power reacheth to all the towns 
Within twenty leagues, Befides him, the Jedians have alfo among them-

HE next remarkable place we met With in our journey, afterg

of Domisicans, of ovr own profeffion, which we had not met wi 
fince our departure fromm S¢ Folin de U/ed.

{pared no hofpitality for ourentertainment. We took a particular te 

of this city, judging of the wealth and r.chies of it, fot only by itsga 

trade, but by the many cloifters of friars ad nurs which it maintain 
who are commonly very burthenfome to thc places where they live, be 
an idle kind of beggars, who make the people Believe the fippong 
them is meritorious, and faving to their fouls ; and that their pam

There are in that city a very great cloifter of fifty or fixty Dossinia

city is feated in a low pleafant valley, about ten leagues from a very hig

erie thould’be well received. Though Cortex feemed pleated with this folemn 
duty embafly, yet he mifirutted fometreachery in the Vexcucans, whole forces 
pec had joined the Mexicans ; he therefore came to Quabutipec, and saan 
rf (whi 
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(which were then the fuburbs of the great city of Tczeuco, but are ny Th 
little villages) where he threw down their idols, and found all necefjp h . 
provifions for his army : He then enter'd the city, and took ui a a 
lodgings in a great houfe fufficient to contain him and all his Spaniai, ot i 
befides many of his Jndian friends. And becaufe he found neither wong oe d 
nor children in the city, he fufpected deceit, and forthwith proclaing , rf 
upon pain of death, that none of his men fhould ftir out of the tom, cae

At the end of this plain we pafied through Mexicalcingo, formerly 


foa great town, but now not above a hundred inhabitants in it: From 
henee we came to Guetlavac, a {mall village, buta very pleafant one ; 


he citizens of Mexico having erefted there many ftately houfes and 


pardens, abounding with fruit-trees, for their pleafure and recreation ; 
lying at the foot of the caufeway, which reaches from this town along 
he lake about five Englith miles to the city of Mexico. Upon the 
hird day of Ofober, 1625, we enter'd into the famous city of Mexico, 
bot made no ftop (only pafling through it) until we came:to a houfe of 
ecreation ftanding amongit the gardens in the way to Chapultepec, 
pamed St. Facinthe, belonging to the Dominicans of Manilla, m the 
af Indies, to which our miflion was intended. iere we took up our 
bodertill after Caxdlemas-day, when we were to embark at Acapulco for 
Manila, the chief town of the Philippine Iflands. 


CHAP. VII, 


The deleription of St. Jacintho, and the entertainment the mifionaries met 
with there: As alto the defcription of ancient Mexico, before the congueft 
by the Spaniards ; their religion, manners, idols, temples, palaces, boules, 
and gardens, with the merchandixe trade, ingenuity, and temper of ibe 
native Indians. 


T hath been no {mall piece of policy in the friars and jefuits of Ma- 
nila and the: Philippine Mlands, to provide near Mexico, houfes and 
pardens for {uch miffionary priefts as they yearly tranfport from Spain to 
thofe parts : For if thefe miflionaries did not meet with places of refreth- 
ment and recreation, to nourifh and divert them after fuchatedious voy- 
ge from Spain by fea to Vera-Cruz, %nd fo fatiguing a journey by land 
of near 300 miles from thence to Mexico, heyy be difcouraged 
srom attempting a fecond voyage upon the South-fea to Manila, and the 
-bilippine lands ; but would rather think of returning to Spaix, or of 
oncealing themfelves in fome part of the continent of America, as my- 
delf and five more of my brethren did, to the no {mall mortification of 
bur fuperior friar Ca/we, and others, who were our tutors and conduc- 
ors. Theretore, that all fuch miffionaries who come from Spain to 
Mexico, and are to be fhipped again at Acapulco forthe Philippines, may 
mect with the greateft encouragement, refrefhment and recreation during 
their 
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their abode at Mexico, the Philippine’ friars and jefuits bare Deovidy 
near the faid city of Mexico, convenient houfes and beaudic! ying, 
for thé entertainment of their miffionaries, which are exemp ed irom dy 
power and command of the fuperiors of Mexico, and are jubonlny 
only tothe government of the provincials of the Philippines, wio(p 
from thence their fubftitute vicars, to rule and take care of the how 
and gardens. 

To the Dominicans belonged the hoafe called St. Facintha, whity 
we welll ied, aad where we continued about five months, hay 
every thing provided for us fit and neceflary for our fuftenance andy, 
Creation, and for our better encouragement to a fecond voyage by jg 
The gardens belonging to this houfe contained about 15 acres, divi 
into pleafanc fhady walks, encompafs’d with lemon and orange tng 
intermixed with pomegranates, figs, grapes, pine-apples, and all oty 
fruits that were to be found in Mexico. The herbs, fallads, and ot 


vegetables, with which the faid gardens abounded, produced a large i, 3 


nual income ; acart being every day loaded therewith, and fent u 
market of Mexico ; and this not only at certain feafons of the year, 
in England, and other parts of Europe, but at all times and feafons, bal 
winter and fummef; there being no difference of heat, cold, froll 
fnow, but the fame temper during the whole year, the winter difftn 
only from the fummer by the rain that falls, and not by exceffive fralj 
‘Thefe were the enjoyments we received without doors ; and with 
Wwe were accommodated with a!! forts and varieties of flefi and fith.

on as any in Spain, yet the fubfance and nourifhinent chereof came.

MEM a their armies, be it oveafioned by-a 
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want of the finews of war? The fate never 
raifed fo much money as in the prefent reign. 
Js it not rather brought upon us by pxeferring 
the fafety of Flanders, Holland, and Hancwer to 
ourown property ? By blondering negotiations 
and contradictory treaties, which léft our 
ovn claims expofed to infults, and embroiled 
us as principals in every war upon the conti- 
n¢nt ? By (quandering away the riches ef the 
fubject in fubfidies to the weakeft potentates, 
‘and provoking the moft powerful to turn their 
arms againft us? By entailing upon us a 
ftanding army, to eat up the induftry of the 
fubjeét in time of peace ? And by reftraining 
the fervice of the navy in time of wars 
which, vigoroufly and properly exerted, ai- 
ways carried terror abroad, and brought vic- 
fory home ? By the ruinous f, ffem,cf model - 
_ ling the parliament, to ferve the purpofes of 
a miniftry, however weak or wicked ? And 
by preferring parliamentary intereft to every 
other recommendation in the promotions of 
marine and military officers ? 

Did not the prefervation of the Dutch and 
houfe of Aufirta bring England into the de- 
ftructive meafure of funding and mortgaging 
her taxes ? Which hag accumulated a debt 
of more than eighty millions fterling ; and 
driven the prefent generation into great dif- 
ficulties to find ways and means for new Ie- 
vies. Has not gtandization of the 
honfe of Hanover, and its quarrels, expoicd 
Pritain to the retentment of Sepeden, An- 
fria, and France alternately ; and obliged 
us to thift and te'cuirk in our poiitics, till 
we loft all our allies. And when may we 
hove for an end of fuch meafures, when the 
recent convention at Sade is a proof that 
every confideration muft yield to the interett 
of Hanower ; and has not only deprived us 
of our moft faithful and powerful ghy in 
Cermany, but may force him to recet¥e con- 
ditiéns df peace from our enemies ? 

Had our right to the American limits not 
heen left undecided, when we debafed the 
Pritifh name by giving hoftages, to fulfil the 
claims of our perfidious enemies, the Red of 
the prefent war would have been rooted our. 
But the hurry te reflor: peaie to Germery, 
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before we had taken vengeance on the dif- 
turbers of our peace and commerce, and fi- 
uifhed the operations of our victorio™s arms, 
which Ly the reduction of Cape+-#reton, pro- 
mifed to fecure us from the encroachments 
of the French on our colonies, perfuaded us 
to abancon our conqueits, encouraged them 
te attempt new acquifitions, and gave thein 
an Opportunity to carry their hoftile prepara- 
tions into execution in all parts of the world, 

Had the y, that was paid for the 
fubfidiary a v cover the Hanoverian do- 
minion, been applied to the maritime ter- 
vice, to proteét our trade, to annoy the ene- 
mys commerce atid navigation, and to de- 
ftroy their thips of war, Britain could not 
have trembled at an invafion pretended to be 
made in flat-bottom’d boats; her enemies 
eould not have executed their fchemes in the 
Mediterranean and Amerita ; nor would they 
have been able to bring home the weal'h of 
the We fi-Indies ; without which France could 
never carry her projects of univerial monar- 
ehy into execution. 

Had our fleets and armies been conduéted 
by officers in whem the love of Britain pre- 
vailed beyond other paffions, is it poflible to 
think that this country would be now dif- 
confolate, weeping under a fucceffion of bur- 
thens ‘and misfortunes, and become a pro- 


verb of reyreach among the nations? How 
inlike are our generals to thofe whofe fame 
is recorded at gin urt ? How can we ccm- 
pare our a émirals with Drake, Blake, Her- 


Bert, Roffel, Leake, Roote, or Benbow? Till 
they trufi more to the valour than tothe num- 
ber of their forces; and refolve to try the 
danger and the Arength of the enemy, be- 
fore they prenounce it impregnable, none of 
then whl iMitate prince Tienry, who, with 
the difadvan age of nine Frevcimbn vo ne, 
venquifhed the enemy, and brought their 
king captive to Lordor ; nor delerve the ho- 
nour of thoft, who failed in queft of the éne- 
ty, and mewer burned their backscna flect 
or a fortificaticn till they conquere', or the 
thattered condition of cheir hips expofed them 
to fink or feek for repairs,

‘* That the whole therefore that 
his majefty expects and requires 
irom the feveral provinces, is the 
levying, cloathing, and pay of the 
men: And on thefe heads alfo, that 
no encouragement may be wanting

taking off the fame, which he pro- 
mifes thal] be as early as his majefty’s 
fervice will permit. He alfo com- 
plains, that in forgner levies of the 
colonies, many very indifferent pé@r- 
fons were fent; and he therefore 
recommends, that fome trufty pér- 
fons may be impowered to infpec& 
the new levies, and to rejett fuch of 
them as they fhall adjudge not fic 
for fervice, And as the body of men 
required by his majefty of bis faith- 
ful iubjeéts on this continent, will 
amount to a larger number than there 
are at prefent lands of arms in his 
mayetty’s ftores, he therefore propo- 
fes, that every one of the men who 
have fuficient arms of their own, 
fhould come prepared with them, as 
alfo with a powder-horn, fhot-bag, 
and cafe for the lock of bis gun, and 
a good blanket. And as his majefty 
hath been gracioufly pleafed to order 
arms to be provided, general Aber- 
crombie engages, thatif any of the 
arms brought by the troops of any 
of the provinces, fhall be loft upon 
actual fervice, or through real ufe be 
no langer fit for fuch fervice, in fuch 
cafe, upon due proof thereof, he 
will make the fame good to the

work of peace ‘l'cedyufeung and 
other Indians had entered into at 
Ealton on their accounts, with which 
they were much pleafed, and jear- 
tily joined in the union bels 
mong them. 

As his honour the governor was 
gone to Wew-Caillle, the Indias 
were received by the prefident and 
council, and conferences were held 
with them to mutual fetisfa€tion. 
Afcer they had received full anfwers

‘Teedyufeang of the mifchiefs that 
had been done by fome enemy In- 
dians on our frontiers, and to'd him, 
that as he had taken hold of our peace 
belt, and was now become one body 
with as, he fhould co#fider this in- 
jury as done to himfelf, and fhould 
immediately go to Bethlehem, and as 
he had fome of his young men there, 
he fhoold fend a party of them out 
torange the frontiers, and encea- 
vour to difeover whd thefe people 
were, from whence they came and 
bring ia fome of them, or retake our 
peopie, and that he fhould have a 
patty of our foldiers to go along 
with them 

On which Teedyufcong immedi- 
ately anfwered, that he was forry to 
hear the accounts, and fhould lool: 
on this mifchief as if done to himfelf; 
that he would’ go dire€tly to Bethie- 
hem, and fend out fome of his young 
men ; that he and his people fhoul4 
always be ready to join and afilt the 
Englith ; and that wherever our 
bones Jay, theirs thould alfo lie with 
them.---He accordingly fet out next 
morning, @nd an order was fent to 
captain Ordnt to join him with fome 
of his foldiers 

As many of the inhabitants from 
the late raurders committed on the 
frontiers, are ready to believe they 
have been done by the Indians with 
whom the government have been 
treating On a peace, it may not be 
improper to inform fuch, that in all 
the conferences that have been held 
with the Indians, they appear to be 
fincere in the intereft of the Englith, 
and that Teedyufcang has always 
faid, he would not engage for the 
condutt of the Indians on the weft 
fide of Safquchanna, as they lived 
too near the French, and were, many 
of them, too much in their intereft. 
And there is great reafon to think 
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the Indians who were lately ogg 
frontiers, are from Ohio, as the ny

The other a 
large dutch fhip of Sootons burthen, 
with a french cargo, was boand from 
France to Leoganne, but was taken 
and brought in by the Boreas, of 36 
guns. ‘Tis rumoured that capt. 
Kous went to the mouth of Louis- 
bourg, hoifted French colours, and 
fired for a pilot, whem two came out, 
which he took, and they gave an 
account, that the fpotted fever rages 
violently among the troops, and that 
provifions WP io . ‘ that they 
had begun to kil r horfes for 
want thereof.”
